Truman May 
Again Try for

New York, Jan. 17 — (/P) —The 
New York Times says President 
Truman is being urged strongly 
by administration officials to make 
another "attempt to reach an atom- 
ic agreement with Russia before 
he decides whether to produce a 
nydrogen atomic bomb. 


The hydrogen atomic bomb 
is 
estimated to be 1,000 times 
as 
deadly as the o r i g i nal atomic 
bomb.

from Washington by James Reston, 
says David E. Lillienthal, chair- 
man of the atomic energy commis-
